2. It was not at all conſiſtent with the 
in theſe Prophecies, to make — _ ident 
queſtionable by plain and expreſs Words; for that 
in all likely hood have hindred their fulfilling. 

For Inſtance, Had God faid by Daniel, that immedia- 
= atter ſo many preciſe Years, the . Meſtss ſhould be cut 
off; can we imagine that the Jews would have crucified 
Him ar that very Time ? Bur thoſe Years being obſcurely 
delivered by 0 Weeks, Dan. 9, 24. The Myſtery of this 
Prophecy was hid from them. 

3. On other Occaſions alſo, a Day is often put for a 
Year, in other-Parts of Scripture. Thus, Numb. 14. 33, 
34. Tour Children, ſaid God to the diſobedient Ifracl- 
ites, ſhall wander in the Wilderne)s forty Tears; after the 
Number of the Days in which ye ſearched the Land, even 
forty Days, each Day for a Tear, ſhall you bear your Iniqui- 
ties, even forty Tears. 

4. Not one of the Prophecies has yet been fulfilled 
according to the Litteral and Ordinary Acceptation, for 
bare Days ; bur all that are expir'd already, have been 
fi filled, according to the Accepration of Days tor 
Years ; and therefore there can be no Reaſon to 
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| Manths, (i. e. reckon- 
s to a Month, 1260 Days or Years,) Rev. 11. 
Witneſſes were to prophecy 1260 Days or Tears,

3. The End of the 1260 Days of che Witneſſes pro- 
phecying in Sackcloth, is alſo the Concluſion of the 
prevailing Tyranny of the Beaſt with 7 Heads and 10 
Horns, as is evident from Rev, 11. 12, Cc. For at the 
Time of the Witneſſes Aſcent into Heaven, or the End 
"of their Sackcloth Condition, it is ſaid, The ſecond Moe 
is pat, and behold, the third cometh quickly : And the ſe- 
wenth Angel ſounded ; and there were great Voices in Heaven, 
ſaying ; the Kingdoms of this World, (or of the Beaſt) are 
become the Kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Chriſt, and He 
is to Reign for ever and ever. Now the Duration of theſe 
two being equal, and they ending at the ſame Time; it 
tcllows, they begin together alſo.

That the Little Horn, ſecond Beaſt, Falſe Prophet or Man 
of Sin, is in the main Cotemporary with the firſt Beaſt 
with 7 Heads and 10 Horns, is evidene by the following 


Arguments. 

1. have no very different Duration of their 
Dominion; For the Beaſt with 7 Heads and 10 Horns, 
as we have already ſeen, has Power to make War forty 
two Months, Rev. 13. $. And the Little Horn has a Time 
and Times, and a Diviſion of Time given him, that is, 
three Years and one Month, (a Month being the moſt 
natural Diviſion, or Part of a Lear,) or 37 Prophetick 
Months, that is, but 3 ſuch Months fewer than the other 
Beaſt. So that fince the ſecond Beaſt is expreſly 
faid to ariſe after the other, and his Duration but five 
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Sackchth, and of the Woman's Abode in t . 
that the Time of the Duration of the Tyranny of this Se- 
cond Beaft, Little Horn, &c. conſiſts of 1110 Years, as will 
appear, when I come to ſhew, that hereby is meant 
Antichris himſelf, that is, che Ne of Rome, and his 
ſubordinate Hierarchy. 7 
stb. Obſervation. By the four Kingdoms -, Daniel 2. 


are underſtood, the Babylonian, the Fer ſian, the 
Grecian, and Roman. This ion is ſo plain 
at firſt Sight, and own'd by every own, 


there's no need to go any farther upon the 
of it, than barely to read the Words of 

Prophecy, and to compare them wich Hiſtory. 
All that is requiſme to be done here, is to 
prove the Roman Empire muſt be the fourch or laſt 
of theſe Kingdoms. This will appear from theſe 
following Conſiderations. 

1. The general Deſcription of the fourth Kingdom 
can agree to no other but the Roman Empire. The 
fourth Kingdom was to be more conſiderable, ſtrong, 


powerful, and vitorious, than any of the three forego-

ing ; which was exactly true, and notoriouſly kno'yn of 
the Roman Empire. mY Fn | 

2. The Fourth Kingdom was to be ot a different Kind 
and Form of Government from that of the three. Former. 
This alſo exactly agrees wich the Roman Empire, and its 
various Forms of Government, whereas the. other Three 
were all along Abſolute Monarchies. 

3. The Kingdom, or Church of our S wiour Chriſt, was 
to be ſer up during the Continuance of theſe four Ring- 
doms, Dan. 2. 44, 45. and 7. 9, 13, 14. Now 'tis well 
known chat this happened during the Roman Empire. 

4 The 4th. Kingdom was to continue in Being till our 
Swiour's Second Coming to ſer up his own Kingdom. Dan. 
7- 21, 22, 11. And this agrees to None but the Roman 
Empire which alone is ſtill in Being, the other being extinct

7. Obſerv. The 7 Kings, Rev. 17. 9, 10. &c. are the 


7 different Forms of Government in the Roman Empire 


before the Riſe of the 10 Ki and the Eighth, which 
is allo ſuid to be one of the uin, is the laſt Form of it's 
Government, under thoſe 10 Kings, in an Antichriſtian 
State, till irs Deſtruction. 

I have already ſhewn, that the Beaſt with + Heads and 
10 Horns, Rev. 17. 7. &c. is the Roman Empire, i. e. 
when it is governed by 10 ſupreme Governors; Which 
it was formerly, under the Decemviri, and is not, at this 
Time of the Angel's Interpretations, becauſe it was then 
govern'd by a Perſon Domitian, and ſhall hereafter 
ariſe out of the Sea, or Abyſs, at the riſe of the 10 Kings, 
and ſhall go at laſt into Perdition, as well as the other Forms 
of Government before'ir. And the World ſhall wonder at 
the Beaſt, which thus was formerly, under the Dzcemviri ; 
and ir not, at preſent, under the Cæſars, and yet is, in 
reality, ſtill exiſting, that is, the Beaſt or Empire it ſelf 
is in Being now, tho” tis not an Empire with 10 Supreme 
Governours, and fo cannot be call'd a Beaſt wich 10 Horns, 
ſuch an one, as we are now deſcribi The 7 Heads, v. 

ſignify the 5 Mountains, upon which the Woman ſitteth 
C viz. Mons, Palatinus, Capitolinus, Quirinalis, Calius, Eſ- 
quilinus, Aventinus, and Viminalis.] And they alſo ſigni- 
fie 5 Kings, or Forms of Government, belonging to the ſame 
7 Hills of Rome ; five whereof are fallen; [C 1. That un- 
der One, or the Kiags, at firſt ; 24, That under two, or 
of Comſuls ; 3d. That under three, or of the double Ti- 
amvirat ; 4. That of the two Setts of Tribunes of Conſular 
Power. $. That under 10, or of the Decemviri. ] One 
is at Preſent in Power, that under a e Perſun, or of 
the Ceſars. The Other is nt yet come, under five ; 
[ viz. Galerius, Licinius, Maxentins, Cunſta ntinus, and 
Maximus, all Emperors at once; ] and when he cometh, he 
continues but a ſhort Space; [ That ſett of Emperors reig- 
ning only 3 Years, or a little more in the Beginning of tlie 
4th Century.] And the Beaſt, which ſhall ariſe with 7 
Heads and 10 Horns, which truly was once in being, un- 
der the Decemviri, and is not ſo now, under the Ceſars, 
He is the Eighth ; He ſhall be exceeding different from the 


former 
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(11 ) 
former Government under the Decemviri, but yet the ſame 
Empire, under the fame Number of Governors; and there- 
fore tis of the ſeven, and in Common with the reſt, ſhall go 
into Perdition. 

Note here, That the Reaſon, why the laſt King, or Form 
of Roman Government, tho' it conſiſted of the fame Num- 
ber of Governors, as the Decemviri were, and ſo was the 


revival of an ancient, and not the Erefting a new form of 


Government, it was of the Seven ; yet it is diſtinguiſh'd 
from them, and fti'd an Eighth alfo, becauſe theſe laſt ten 
Supreme Governors, were not to have the Sovereignty ot 
the City of Rome and the Parts adjacent, as the Decemviri 
had, but only of the Provinces : For it is well known that 
ſoon after the Diviſion of the Roman Empire into 10 King- 
doms, the Biſhop of Nome, or Pope, obtain'd the Sove- 
reignty of that City, and the Eccleſiaſtical State, and has 
eſſed them ever ſince. 

8. Obſerv. The Inner Court of Exełiels Temple, ch. 
40. 1, &c. was to the Outer, as 1 to 34, or 35c to 1260. 
For according to the Computation of Learned Men tc 
Outer Court alone contain d 157500 ſquare Cubits, and 
the Inner 45000. So that it is very caſy to obſerve, thir 
according to the preſent Aſſertion, the Inner was the Oute: 
as 1 to 35, or 360 to 1269, 

From hence I infer, chat ſince the Outer Hurt was 
to be g ven to the Gentiles, or Antichrijtiam Ring. 
for 1260 Years, Rev. 11. 2. And fince as the Outer 
Court is to the Inner, ſo is 1260 to 360; and ſince the 
State of the Church repreſented by the Inner Court, muſt be 
prior to, and more pure rhan that repreſented by the Outer 
Court, becauſe the Inner is the Center, from which thc 
Outer is derived, and the more Holy of the two: Ic 
follows, that the Inner Court reters to a pure and primitive 
State of the Church for 360 Year:, 

If then we add 350 to 4. D. 96. the Year, when 
theſe Viſions were ſeen by St. John, we have the End 
of the pure State of the Church, and the Beginn'ng of 
its Antichriſtian State, A. D. 455. And by adding 1260 
Years to 455, we have the End of the Antichtiſtian

It is generally agreed ; 
a ror Be. fo and why ? 
But to exhibĩt ro us the Duration of the firſt and 
Pangs of Chriſtianity, betore the Emperor became a Chri- 


ſtian, by the Time trom the Conception to the Birth in 
—. wich Child, that is, 280 Days, or 40 Weeks. The 
Interval between the Birth, and the Woman's Arrival in the 
Wilderneſs, correſponds to the State of a Woman after 
Delivery, who is long unfic for a Journey, and is ſup- 
poſed remote from any Wildernefs ; fo it muſt be 
conſiderabſe Time, ere ſhe can imagined 

there. And this ſignifies the Interval berw 
verſion of the Emperors to Chriſtianity, 
of the Antichriſtian Kings, when the Church is 
to arrive in the Wilderneſs, which ſtare laſted 143 
as I ſhall prove hereafter. And as to the laſt State 
Church in the Wilderneſs, ir is expreſiy faid 
1260 Days or Years, during the Reign of Antichriſt, 
til the Commencement of Chriſt's Kingdom. If 
ro A. D. 33. the Year of our Saviour's Reſurrection, 
cording to the beſt Chronologers (See Dr. Whitby's Chr 
mbhgical Index ) we add 280 Years, the Time of 
Woman with Child, we have the End of the laſt Hea- 
then Perſecution, and the Converſion of the Emperor 
cunſtantine A. D. 313. If we add to that Number 142 
Years, the Time for the Woman's Paſſage into 
Wilderneſs ; we have the Interval of the Churches 
protection, under Chriſtian Emperors, till A, D. 455. 
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And it we add to that laſt Number the 1260 Years of 


the Churches Affliction under the Antichriſtian Pow-

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4. The Year 1716 is intended in St. Johns Viſion of 
the Beaſt with 7 Heads and 10 Horns, or the Roman Em- 
pire, Rev. 13. 1, to 11. 

In this Viſion we have a dreadſul and terrible Beaſt, 
ra'ſed up by the Dragon, upon the Woman's Arrival in 
the Wilderneſs ; that is, an Empire advanc'd into great 
Power, in order to diſtreſs the Church, and to raile 
Perſecutions againſt the Pure and undefiled Members of 
it. Rev. 12. 17, 18, The Beaſt has 7 Heads; tis an 
Empire founded on, and belonging to the. ſeven hill'd 
City of R me; and to be govern'd by 7 ſeveral forts ot 
Governmert. The Beaſt has alſo 10 Horns with 10 Crowns 
upon them, i. e. ſo many Kings, or Crowned Heads, 
over ſo many diſtin Provinces, or Kingdoms, within 
the Compaſs of the ſame Roman Empire. He has upon 
all his 7 Heads Names of Blaſphemy ; i. e. All the 7 
Forms of Government, under which the Empire had 
been, and was to be, were Idolatrous. This Beaſt re- 
_ = Power and Throne from the Dragon * od. the 

vil ſeeing he could no lo ſupport gro Pa- 
gan Kolar in the m—_ advances theſe 10 
Kings in:o Throne ; who under the Chriſtian Name, 
ſhould yet really and effetually Idolatry ſtill ; 
tho in a more covert manner, and by more cunning Pre- 
tences. Th's Beaſt had one of it's Heads wounded, i. e. 
The former Head ot the Ceſars or Emperors was deſtroyed, 


and the Empire utterly conquer d by the barbarous 


Nations. And yet this mortal Wound was healed, i. e. 
Thoſe barbarous Nations did not quite deſtroy the 
Romans and their Empire, but were gradually receiv d 
into Society with them, became one united People, 
and ſubmitted to the Religion, and in great Part to 
the Laws of the Roman Empire. This Empire under 
its Ten Kings became very Large, and Proud, Blaſ- 


its 
phemous, and Idolatrous; and was permitted by 
God to Perſecute his Saints, and Blaſpheme his Name, 
for 42 Months, i. e. 1260 Prophetick Days or Years. 
So that ſome few choſen Perſons only, whoſe Names 
were Written in the Book of Life, durſt oppoſe them, 
or retuſe Submiſſion to their Wicked and Idolatrous 
Commands. And fuch as thoſe are Comforted, witly 
the- Proſpeft of the Erd of theis Faith and Patience, 
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MO, 
in the Deſtruction of their Enemies; And thoſe Perſecu- 
tors themſelves are admoniſhed to beware, hoiv they pro- 
ceed in their Cruelties, leſt at the End, they be dealt 


with according to their Deſerts, and ſeverely repent ot 


their unchriſtian Barbarity. This is a plain and obvious 
P. raphraſe of this Prophecy, What remains to be done, 
is to fix the Time of the Riſe of theſe 10 Kingdoms, 
Now 'tis evident from Hiſtory that the Roman E npire 
was very entire at the Beginning of the fiſch Century, 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern Emperors poſſeſſing as many or 
more Countries and Provinces, than ever the Raman Em- 
ire contain'd before. And 'tis equally certain, that long 
fore the End of that Century Ryman Empire was 
wholly parcel'd out into ſeveral Kingdoms among the 
Barbarians ; infomuch that the Weſtern Empire, Nime 
and Thing, was utterly extint ; and the Eaſtern aſter- 
ward had enough to do, to ſecure to it's felf it's Neigh- 
bouring Provinces, with that of Ravenna, in Italy. 

The Riſe then of theſe ten Kingdoms I fix at A. D. 
455, or 456. at the Death of Valentinian the 34. For ac 
that Time there were ten Kingdoms, formed out of the 
Roman Empire, tho' there were ſome Shadows of C2/ars 
for 21 Years afcerwards, 

Theſe 10 Kinzdoms, ſome will have to be, the A- 
manni, Franci, Ang')-Saxinis, Burgundiones , Wiſtgothi , 
Suevi, Vandali, Oſtragothi, Long1bardi, Heruli, Others, 
more authentickly reckon them thus. 1. The Empire 
of the Greeks ar Conſtantimple. 2dly. Of the Romans at 
Ravenna; A, D. 402. 3dly. The Kingdom of Suevi and 
Alani, A. D. 409. 4thly. The Burgundians, 413. 51. 
The Vi ſigot hs, 419. 6thly. The Vanda!s, 435. 7thly. The 
Britains, 447. 8thly. The Oſtragothe, 454. gthhy. The 
Saxons, 456. 1othly. The Franks, A. D. 457. See Howell, 
Baronizs, and others. 

Note here, That as the Kingdom of the Franks aroſe 
the Laſt of che 10; ſo it muſt complear their Riſe ; ac 
which Time the Antichriſtian State was to begin, and to 
fall at their Di:ſolurion, at the End of the 22409 Years 
or 1716. 

Ohſerve further, That the Year 455, or 456. ſee nn 
moſt proper for the Riſe of che Beaſt; ſince the ſune 
Year is the Date of the Woman's being fed in the Wilder. 
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veſs, of the rwo Witneſſes Propheſying in Sackcloth, and of 
the rreading under Foot the Outer Court of the Temple: 
All which Prophecies, we have prov d, to be coremporary, 
i. e. to begin and end together. 
fr may alſo deferve to be here obſerv'd , that as the 
Number of the Kingdoms into which the Roman Empire 
was originally divided, A. D. 456. was exactiy ten, not 
reckoning ſome very ſmall ones, either juſt then expiring, 
or at the urmoſt bounds of the Empire, or inconſiderable: 
ped ns bo return d again to the ſame Condition, 
and at preſent is divided into ten Grand or Principal King- 
doms and States, viz. Germany, Savoy, Holland, Denmark, 
Sweden, Venice, France, Spain, Portugal, Great-Britain. 
For tho* nere are more Kingdoms and Dominions in Eu- 
ape befides, yet are they our of the Bounds of the 
Roman Empire, and therefore not fa directly within 
preſent Enquiry. Tho' even in that Caſe, I mean, 1 
take in all Europe or Chriſtendom, ( the 1 7 
in the Revelations, or the third part of the then 
World ) the Number of Kingdoms, in the moſt 
Senſe ot crowr.ed Heads, is ſtill more exactly ten, viz. 
Hungary, Muſcouy, Sweden, Denmark, Poland, France, Spain,
